A special engine on the 


Pittsburg & Lake Erie rushed Fuller 
to Connellsvillti where he was "taken" 
to the Cottage State hospital. He died 
sn'ortly after midnight.

.was a mass of burns and blisters. 


The plant h;id not been completed 


and the building which sheltered it 
•wa» not complete. -The roof and sit 
that had been erected were demolished 
tut the machinery escaped injury with 
tne exception rf a portion of it. Tbe 
company was forced to begin opera- 
tions before the entire plant had been 
completed because o£ the many orders 
that had accumulated. The accident 
win not seriously interfere with opera- 
tions it is stated.

MINE MOISTURE 


Makes It Difficult to Maintain High 


Degree of Insulation. 


A -writer in the Engineering Maga- 


zine for .May says the large amount 
-of moisture ^resent in most mines 
makes it-quite difficult to -maintain'a 
high degree ol insulation en wires un- 
less they havu a covering of rubber, 
and if tLe moisture contains sulphur, 
as is frequently tho case 
in 
coal 


mines, the ruliber installation is rap- 
idly corroded and ruined. Hence, in 
•most cases, electric circuits in mines 
fire run with bare wire. To obtain a 
moderate amount of Insulation from 
the earth in such cases, large porce- 
lain or glass Insulators 
should be 


used at the points of support for th"e 
attachment o£ the wires. Much cave 
should be tat:en to have the 
wires 


touch nothing save their insulating 
supports, and porcelain tubes for this 
purpose are advisable in some cases 
•where the sides or ceilings of 
pvas- 


«as;es are uneven. 
"Where wires go 


through porcelain tubes should be inL 


. variably used 
The most recent prac- 


tise in mine wiring is to run the con: 
ductors in irca tubing-. 


A high resistance to earth in mines 


highly charged with moisture is prac- 
tically impossible with bare copper 
circuits, on account of the films' of 
moisture that collect on the surface 
of glass and porcelain. This moist- 
ure, while not sufficient in amount in 
most cases to cause any serious IOSB 
of power, mav sometimes cause a se- 
vere shock co one,who makefe a sin.- 
gJe contact wish the circuit, if his body 
Is also in electrical contact with tbe 
ground. The above conditions point 
to the concluyioii that all distribution 
circuits f.ri mines shcy-ild be operate'd 
ai pressures that aro not ordinarily 
dangerous to life and property.
